I calletl on .Moore with a letter o f ititroduction, and 
m et him at the dottr o f his lod«ings. 
1 knew hint in­ 
stantly from the pictures I had seen o f him , hut w as 
surprised at the dim inutiveness o f his person 
l i e is 
m uch below the m iddle size, and with his w hite hut and 
long chocolate frock-coat, w as far from prejw ssessing 
in his appearance. 
W ith this 
m aterial disadvantage, 
how ever, his addre.ss is gentlem anlike to a very mark- 
ed degree, and I should think no one could see M oore 
without conceiving a strong 
liking 
for 
him . 
A s I 
w as to m eet him at dinner, I 
did 
not detain 
him. 
In the m om ent’s conversation that passed, he inquired 
very particularly after W ashington Irving, e.xpres-ing 
for him the w arm est friendship, and asked w hat Cooper 
w as doing.
